The Californians were Rupert 
Wedemeyer, 58, geologist for 
Standard Oil of California, and) 
his wife, Emma, 54.

Wedemeyer, an oil expert, had

Paris Talks 


Peaceful 


Solution 
Hoped For 


PARIS (#)—The five big pow- 
ers declared themselves today in 
favor of settling their differences 
peacefully. 

While the security council’s six 
neutrals polished their new form- 
ula for settling the Berlin crisis, 
the “Big Five’ announced support 
of a Mexican resolution appealing 
to them to settle their differences. 

Russia and France supported 
the idea conditionally; the U. S., 
Britain and China made no res- 
ervations at the beginning of the 
debate in the 58-nation political 
committee. 

Jonn Foster Dulles of the Unit- 
ed States, in his first speech at 
this U. N. session, pledged “re- 
newed efforts” to reach agreement 
with the other Big Five powers. 

Dulles agreed with the Mexican 


proposal that the great powers 
had a special responsibility to 
the world as a result of their 


strength and importance. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Y. Vishinsky and 
France’s Maurice Couve De Mur- 
ville approved the principles of 
the resolution but said it should 
be amended. ‘
